It was BusiHiclod for many yoam that 
tubercular di*e**e wa* eaueed by 
germa; but the flrat to aotually deloot 
tbe epeolflo baoterla whloh oauae* tha 
d|*eaae wa* Dr. Kooh. a obemiit of 
Berlin. HI* Inreetlgatlon of this para- 
*ite extended over a long time and 
were very thorough. Ho detected, by 
mioroeooplo examination, the germ In 
the blood of thoaa *uSailng from tha 
dieeaee, and then, by Inooulatiug 
healthy animals with this discaaod 
blood, ho proved tho germ to bo tho 
cause of the dUeaae. HI* method ot 
InveetlgatlOB ts thua dassrlbad: "Ha

Col. James F. Uuckuer died in 
Ixiuisrille last Sunday night al 9 
o'clock, of paralyala, lu tbe 7CUi vaar 
ol his age. He was confined to bis 
bed tme week, and hopes were eiiier- 
taiued during two or tbree days pri;- 
vious to li t death that the stroke 
would not prore falal,but on Sunday 
uighi, while auri'ounded by bis de- 
rated wife and lorlug ahlldreu, the 
flual call came, and with perfect calm 
neat and reaigbatlon b* bi«athtd hIa 
laat. 

I iCol. Buckaar waa, btAtta tb* war, 
a elUaaa of HopkbMvlU*^ and no mau 
In tha *Uif or **aatr waa batwr 
known or OMW* nnlwially liked 
He waa bom la Virglala, bat his 
father settled in this county In li\i>, 
when Col. Buckner waa only 2 years 
of age. He entered political lifei|uiie 
early^, and when only a little over ii, 
was chosen to re| resent Ibis eouuly 
ill lliti l.c^islatSn*. So failliltil was 
he In lliu' trust reposed in liiiii. that 
time and again was ho returned both 
as Ilenresenlative and Senator, dur- 
ing one term tieiug ciiusen as Speak- 
er of the lloute, being the youngett 
Kepresentallv* wbo bad ator wora 
that honor. 

Aa a lawyer, Gol. Bnekaar was one 
ofthoaioet promlaMt at the Hop- 
klaafUla biar, and parfaap* v^ytA 
lb* goad Ihlnp of Ibla lift without 
atlnt.

Diku linfl MO lar sliidiod it.H Mi;iti,sticiil 
tables that a summary of facts is possi- 
ble. He reporia that divorcee have 
doubled, oi mora Ihitn doubled. In the 
twenty jnn or.a laaa period, in tbe 
United Statea. Canada, all Great 
Britain, Bdgliii;, tha Netherlands, 
Uoden, Saxt>ny, Hamburg, Norway and 
Alsace-Lorraine. They ore gaining in 
Russia, Roiiniania, Denmark aod 
Venice, but the gain in Kurope^ with 
tour or five times tho population of the 
Cntted States, Is mui b slnw.T tlinn it 
Is in this country. Divorces In the 
United States InorMUed from 9,9S7 ta 
18(17 to 26.m to 1881. 

'I'lic total divorces and soparatlona 
rcporlod in these tjibles in Kiiropo ia 
1886, including those for Russia, 
reached »,000. The certainty of tho 
movement on both sides of the Atlantic 
is to Yxi noted. It is also to be ob- 
bcrv..d that it (ulvnii.'.'s among people 
of every r.iliglon, ruw, and political or 
other social condition. Wlu ii it is 
considered that Uic troilitloniU view
